and I can think that a future Goal more accommodated 
for Reception, is an Object that ought to ſtrike the

T gives me great Concern to find, that this Bill is 
not like to go through our Aſſembly with as little 
Difficulty, as it paſſed the other. I do not ſay this, 
becauſe I would not have the Matter freely debated. 
For, as we have hitherto obſerved the greateſt Impar- 
tiality in all our Proceedings; and as all our Actions 
are governed here by Juſtice and Equity, without any | 
Regard to what hath been tranſacted in another Place, 
I would therefore have this Bill perfectly well underſtood 
before it paſſes into a Law. Tis on that Account I 
now riſe up quite unprovoked (for no wile Man ought 
to ſpeak in a Paſſion) to give my Reaſons for my Aſſent 
to it; not ſuch flimſy cobweb Reaſons, as have been
